AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials 
charged  with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  pub- 
lic funds  were  examined  and  audited,  ^^ouchers  and  can- 
celled checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and 
payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts 
were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made 
from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verifica- 
tion of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to 
delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 
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GENERAL  COMMENTS 

LfiKollected  Taxes  —  Prior  Years: 

Reference  is  again  made  to  the  uncollected  taxes 
on  prior  years'  (1946-1951)  tax  warrants,  consisting  tor 
the  most  part  of  jioll  taxes.  As  indicated  by  the  foHow- 
ing  statement,  the  only  activity  in  these  accounts  during 
195-1  was  a  collection  of  .S2.20.

To  the  School  Board  of  AUenstoAvii: 

May  I  present  my  eighth  annual  report  to  the  public 
schools  of  Allenstown  and  at  the  same  time  thank  you  for 
your  kindness  in  understanding  and  solving  the  jiroblems 
of  the  district. 

^^r.  Vesenka  and  Miss  Kenney  retinned  to  the  school 
for  another  year.  Mrs.  Rita  Owens,  nee  Dehainie,  replaced 
Miss  Margaret  O'Malley  who  was  elected  to  a  j)osition  in 
the  Manchester  Schools. 

The  enrollment  is  the  same  as  at  the  close  of  school 
a  year  ago  —  ()(i  pupils.  However,  this  figme  should  be 
increased  sharply  if  the  census  is  accmate  to  say  nothing  ol 
the  expected  increase  if  and  Avhen  the  labor  problem  in  the 
town  is  solved. 

As  you  already  knoAv,  education  does  not  remain  static. 
(>osts  increase  not  only  for  materials  and  ecpiipment,  but 
also  in  teachers'  salaries,  transportation,  and  especially 
tuition. 

In  tlie  Budget  for  195,H-54  the  tuition  was  59,000;  in 
1954-55  this  item  was  ,'$10,000;  and  it  looks  very  much 
as  though  we  shall  just  about  make  it.  Next  year,  however, 
is  a  different  story  since  the  rate  has  increased  |30  per 
pupil  —  from  $270  to  S.800.  The  amoiuit  estimated  in  the 
budget  for  tuition  for  1955-56  is  SI 2.000-  10  pujMls  at  .^300 
per  pupil.  Should  any  unforeseen  emergency  occur,  this 
amoimt  could  easily  show  a  deficit. 

Since  from  16  to  25  pupils  must  be  transported  accord- 
ing to  law,  this  item  is  an  important  factor  in  the  budget. 
We  will  have  just  finished  the  last  year  of  a  .S-year  contract 
in  June  1955  for  which  the  cost  has  been  $1,600  per  vear. 
Next  year  the  amount  will  be  $2,000  -  .$400  more. 

Teachers'  Salaries  had  to  be  increased  partially  in 
order  to  adequate  instruction  and  still  stay  within  a  reason- 
able figure.  Therefore,  this  item  was  raised  $250  —  from 
.$8,525  to  .$8,750. 
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Therelore,  il  you  will  check  the  budget  for  1955-56 
^vith  the  l:»udget  lor  1954-55,  you  will  find  that  the  increase 
is  $2,645.00  as  tolloAvs.

At  this  time  a  brief  statement  will  also  help  to  justify 
the  increases.  All  but  Teachers'  Salaries  are  more  or  less 
fixed  which  means  that  they  are  beyond  the  control  of  any 
single  Board.  Teachers'  Salaries  also  requires  an  increase 
unless  you  desire  to  rini  behind  in  adequate  instruction 
and  subject  the  children  to  inferior  teaching. 

May  1  again  express  my  appreciation  for  yoin-  helj)  and 
guidance  in  the  work  that  had  to  be  done  over  the 
past  year.  May  oin-  associations  continue  to  be  of  nuuual 
help  and  growth.
